Customs 

New Delhi, the 29th June 1967 

S.R.O. 2171. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 23 of the Sea 
Customs Act, 1878 (8 of 1878), as in force in India and as applied to the State 
of Pondicherry, the Central Government hereby exempts steel flats of the 
following description, imported into India or the State of Pondicherry and 
falling under item No. 63(28) of the First Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act, 
1934 (32 of 1934), from the whole of the duty of customs leviable thereon under 
the second mentioned Act, namely: —

Flats of such alloy, tool or special steel as fall within the categories specified 
under Item No. 63(30) of the First Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (32 of 
1934). 
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
